Safety Council. 
Also Asks For 
New Equipment 


The Ontario Safety Council last 
night voted unanimously to re- 
quest the Ontario city council to 
take immediate action to add suf- 
ficient manpower and equipment 
to the Ontario police department 
in order to insure adequate en- 
forcement of traffic laws. 

In their request the safety group 
‘stated that as additional areas are 
being added to the Ontario bound- 
aries it is becoming more and 
more difficult for the present four 
traffic officers to afford proper 
traffic protection to citizens. 

The safety council at their even- 
ing meeting discussed a recom- 
mendation by Herbert Swinney, 
chief of police, that the speed limit 
on Euclid avenue from the Upland 
city limits south to J street be 
raised from the existing 25 mile 
limit to 35 miles an hour. 

Sgt. Harley Smith, speaking in 
the absence of Chief Swinney, who 
was unable to attend, stated at 
the present time the 25 mile-an- 
hour zone is impractical as Euclid 
avenue is a state highway and the 
state has placed it in a 55-mile 
zone. The state would recognize 
it as a 85-mile zone, said Smith, 
but the legality of a 25-mile limit 
might be open to question. 

Vigorous opposition to raising 
of the speed limit was voiced by 
many of the persons present, main- 
ly because of the schools on Euclid 
avenue. Whereupon the council 
decided to refer the matter back 
to Chief Swinney with the request 
that he appear in person at their 
next meeting to clarify certain 
points. 

Final action taken by the coun-

are for information about the job 
of being a parent, for its “baby 
books’”’ go out to thousands and 
tens of thousands of parents each 
year. More than 20,000,000 copies 
of “Infant Care’ alone have been 
distributed since it was first pub- 
lished 84 years ago. ‘Your Child 
From, One to Six” is a runner-up 
and others of the books for par- 
ents likewise have remarkable 


publishing records. 
Besides its major publications, 
the Children’s Bureau distributes 





thofisands of leaflets and folders 
on * the many special problems 
parents. encounter as they go 
alorge’’ So do other agencies and 
organizations, both public and pri- 
vate. «Z am sure they all have the 
same heartening experience as 
they read over the mail. Some 
of the letters are obviously from 
people of education and _ back- 
ground. Others written crudely 
on the ruled paper of school tab- 
lets, are from people to whom 
writing a letter to the “govern- 
ment” is a matter of great import- 
ance. 

Besides this vast information 
that goes out through govern- 
ment sources, there is the work 
of parent education that goes 
on-daily through the press and 
radio. It all adds up to one thing:
